First Claims Paid For Victim* of A*eh 


Disaster.' 


New York, Dec. 20.—Surrogate Fow- 


ler signed orders permitting the ad- 
ministrators of the estate of nine per- 
sons who were killed la the Triangle 
Waist company tire on March 25, 1'Jll, 
to settle their claims as against Joseph 
J. Asch, owner of the building. Tlie 
claimants receive $75 in each case. 


The money was paid by a casualty 


company in which Asch was insured. 
and the payment was made, not as a 
compromise 
for 
damages. 
because 


Asch denied liability, but to enable tlie 
casualty company to avoid the neces- 
sity of holding a reserve against these 
claims to comply with the Insurance 
laws. 
These payments are the tirst 


that have been innde for tbe dentil of 
the tire victims.

With hardly an exception the victims 


are relatives of tbe miners, who for 
five months have been waging a losing 
fight against the mining companies. 
The Western Federation of Miners 
was supervising the strike. 
Because 


of the poverty of the uieu the Christ- 
mas tree celebration was arranged by 
the woman's auxiliary iof the Western 
Federation of Miners,' that the chil- 
dren of the impoverished families 
might have Christmas candles and 
toys. 
The man 'taking the part of 


Santa Claus was beginning to distrib- 
ute gifts, after tbe children had re- 
cited and sung, when the false alarm 
of flre was given. 


Tries to Stop Alarm. 


Mrs. Caesar, who was near tbe door, 


realized the import of the act and 
Seized tbe man by the shoulders and 
tried to counteract the alarm. It was 
useless. 
Tbe man wrested himself< 


from her grasp and ran away. The 
cry of "fire" was repeated throughout 
the room.

The word was shouted in several 


languages as parents rose and dashed 
forward to get their children. .The 
lives were crushed out In almost a 
twinkling. Then the physical impossi- 
bility of further movement brought 
the panicky persons to their senses. 
U was realized too late tbat there 
was no fire, but moat of thost In tbe 
hall could not get out of the jam tbat 
they had caused. 


Policemen and firemen hurried to 


tbe building to find the hall congested. 
Several officers climbed tbe tire es- 
capes and entered by the windows. In 
a shott time the uninjured and the 
faint had been pulled from tbe tangle 
of human beluga and placed in the 
front of tbe hull. Other men begun (o 
pull the bodies of tbe dead and help- 
less from tbe stairway and lay them 
in a row beside the building.
